4. About 3,000 Catholics resettled from North 
Vietnam paraded today in a refugee village about 15 
miles northeast of Saigon. The tone of the demon- 
stration was pro-American and pro-government, with 
the purpose of making it clear that the Catholics 
supported elections but not under conditions which 
would permit Viet Cong inroads. The northern refugee 
Catholics have long tended to equate the militant 
Buddhists with the Communists. 
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
